;7 their F:1ends, . yet this Queition is not conceived fit to be 
diſcuſſed ina Rate of Eminency,ſuch as Z27/and is, becauſe i: 
ſappoſeth either ſome wrong aim on the Durch ſide, or onthe 
fide of Ezg/and, who are Confederates, or elſe it doth intimate 
thac the D#'ch Reſolutions ſhould Repulate the defign of Exp: 
land, asif England ſhould take their meaſures in Stzte-affaits 
fromthem, which is belowrke: rhoughts of this Nation, But 
the proper Que!!ton to be moved in this junRure of affairs is 
this: Whether England ought not to ballazce between the divi- 
ded Proteſtants, io putthem in a poſture of ſefety from the dan- 
ger of their Common Enemies? They that can conlider the

Intereſt of Znglznd, will find that this ſhould be the Queſtion, 


becauſe it is apparent ({ as now matters fiand with Proteſtants ) 
thattheyare ina way to deſtroy one another , in favour of 
their common Adverſary : For Denmark, Holland and Bran- 
denvurg,are Leauged :gainſt Swedey, three again one; and to 
de able to defiroy him, they have taken inthe Auſtrisn the 
Common Enemy, and they do help the Polander, and the 
Moſcovite to aflault him. Whatever the quarrel between the 
Sweds and the Polander was at Art, is not now to be weighed; 


the fate of the Cale is quite altered ; for to hinder his Progreſs, 
or rather his ſeitlement in Polazd and Prafſie , the Hollander 


and the Daze have declared themſelves to be his enemies ( witi 
_ what right tsnot yet queſtioned,only the matter of Fad is now 


to de look'd unto) and they have drawn in the 1uſcovite and 


the Brandenburger,to whom the Emperour hath readily joyned 
h:mſelt to bring fue!] ro the fire thor it may not be quenched till 
he pleaje, for tothink than the Brandenburger & Dane can =

raake peace for theralelves without the Emperour , of to think 
hat che Emperour will ſuifer any Peace to be made readiiy be- 
een the Swede and the Daze with the Braudenbarger and Ho- 
larder, except fome or all of them firſt de ruined, is exr:cam 
folly : Knowing that aſloon as the Swzde ſhall agree with them, 
his whole Force wili be turned againf himfeif :; fo then there is 
no pollibility ol creating for Peace without the Branaenburgers 
who head*s the oppoſite Party to Sweden ; and that the Empe- 
rour hath not deſigned the ruin of the Brandenburger by ma- 
kiog him GeneraliſNimo, is extream weakneſs to believe; for ſup- 
poſe he doth prevail againſt the Swede, yethe will be fo weak- 
ned thereby, that he will be at the mercy of the 4»ſtrias. And 
if be prevail not, he will become the feat of the War, and by 
that means bis ruin wil be inevitable ; Burt at preſent it is ma- 
nifeft, that he is mace uſe of by the publique Enemies and the 
falfe friends to the Proteſtants Cauſe, ro ruin the Chief Friend 
thereof in Germany , namely the Swede , if they can, that the 
three Chief Proteftants in Germany may devour the fourth, 
This being clearly the Cauſe a5 it now ſtands; The true Que- 
ſtion is, what Expland furuld do therein: for if Sweden be 
ruined, and the Auf 52x carry 03 his ſubrile defign, ſhall we 
thick that E-9/anvd will not then be dealt withall? Ts there 
any Friend that Z-g/and can tiuft ro, when Sweden is gone ? 
Are not all the true Incerefts of Swedes and England the fame 
both for ſafety and profperity, each in their quarters without 
interfering, and yet @tth convertency of entercourſe and af. 
fiance? If Auftria prevail againft the Bedv of ProteRant:, 
_ can Enolans truſt to Denmark or Hollands have they not in 
all our croubles, and co they not Ki] undermine che Intereft of 
England * Theretere how to prevent the ruinous defign of

ceived that Exgland muſt now either renounce wholly all Rela. 
tionto the Proteſtant Cauſe , and give it up intothe hands of 
the Enemy, orelſe appear, and that ſuddenly in this inſtant, in 
this way to uphold it, 

As for the flea which the Papers make for Diymark and 
Holland, itis Srounded upon four main Arguments,to which all 
particulars may be referred. | 

7. Becauſe (as they ſay ) the King of Sweden is rhe unjuſt 
Invader and Oppreſſour of the Daze. 

2. Secondly, Becauſe the States of FoYandby their Intereſt 
in Trading in the Balrhick Sea, and by their ſpecial Lezgue with 
the Daze,are bound to aſliſt him. 

3. Thirdly,Becauſe Englavd is obliged by the Peace made 
with the De not to ſee him wronged. 

4. Fourthly, Becauſe the States of HoZand have communi. 
cated unto this State their deſign of fuccouring Denmark, and 
not being diſſwaded from it , they did take ſilence for con- 
ſenr. — 

Concerning the firft ; namely that the Swede hath invaded the 
Dane,is only ſaid, but not proved; whereas the contrary is a moſt 
evident truth, as can be undeniably proved , namely that the 
Dane and the Datch have, withont any cauſe given to them by 
the Swede, moſt injuſtly invaded him, ſo that he is a meer De- 
tendant of himſelf againſt them. For it is known to all the 
world, that whenthe Swede was engaged in the War with 7o- 
{and, and alſo in League with Dermark and the Dutch, that 
the Datch made a League with the Dantzikers to oppoſe him; 
that they and the Daze together brought a Fleet of Ships of 
War into the Balthick ſea ( the Datchof forty and odd, the 
Dane of nine or ten ſails, to ſhew his dependence upon them} 
to overpower him : and that the Dutch ſent ſoldiers unto Dev- 
markto fight againſt him,that he mightnot ſettle in the poſſeſſi- 
on of that which he had raken ſrom his enemy ; and whenthis 


_ was not enough to hinder him, both the Dxtch and the Dare

the perſwaſion of the Datch, and upon their engagement to 
bim to maintain with him the War againft Sweden, the Dane 
broke the peace with Sweden, which the Daws/h Agent in the 
Hague hath publikely declared to their face, when they lingred 
to ſend his Mafter ſuccour : the deſign then of the Daxe was 
to take his time when the Swede was beſet round with enemies 
in Poland,to invade himin his own Country, that he might be 
ruined at one inſtant, both at home and abroad ; hoping by that 
- means that the three Northern Crowns ( as then the King of 
Denmark was heard to ſay ) might again come upon one 
head, meaning his own; and indeed, in hamane appearance 1t 
might bave been ſo, if God had not wonderfully carried. bim 
along out of Poland, and brought him over the ſea to march 
with an Army toward Coppenhagen to be-revenged of the trea- 
chery which was uſed againſt him; Theſe Truths are ſo un- 
deniable, that no. man can have a face to deny them ; for this. 
8 3 cauſe 
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cauſe the Papers paſs by the firſt occaſion of the War,and would 
faſten the crime of an innvaſion upon the Swede only fince the 


Treaty conciuded at Rog3/d, as ifthe Swede had without cauſe 
broken the Peace conciuded there in Febrmary, 16579, But 
when the cauſe ſhall be weighed, as then it was, and as aſter- 
wards it fell out to be by the malice of the Patcy, and fallhood 
of the Dazi/5, then it may be determined impartially, whether 
the Swede or the Daze did give cauſe to the continuance of the 
War, The caſe at that Treaty was & juft defence of him- 
ſelf on the Stved;/> part , and a juſt Revenge againſt the 
Daniſhinvaſion, who had deſerved to be deait withal as he pur- 
poſed to have dealt with the Swede, that 1s, to be deprived of all 
his Dominions, as he had deſigned to deprive the Swede there. 
of by his invaſion ; yer the Swede was ſo merciful to him, thar 


when he had all in his power,he reſtored unto him more then 


he deſerved : for contenting himſelf with ſuch Territories as 
were a part of his ſecurity, he remitted nnto him the mony , 
the Soldiers and the Ships, &c. ciiet things , which by the 
conditions of Peace he was bound to furniſh kim withall, and 
ſo put him 1n a condition to live ſtill as a King of De:mark,upon 
condition that be would be fai:hſull co the League made be- 
tween them in time to come, which was not to be leapned with 
Bis enemies any more, nor to contrive any farther diſturbance 
to his affairs, when he ſhould be retired from him to march 
back again into Poland ; Burt his back was no ſooner turned, 
when he was in a poſture to march into Po/ard, bur the Confe- 
deracy of his enemies, the Brandenburg , the Dutch and tbe 
e71jtric, with whom the Die was allo ſecretly comprebend- 
ed, was diſcovered ; for it was manifeſt that the Dxt5h had not 
gained their ends, neither at the Treaty of E/bins, nor at the 
Treaty of Roſ«hild, this made them put to all their Rrength and 
Induiry to bring over the Brandenbarper to their Party, andto 


' put the Daze upon a reſolution with thetwr neip to rega1n what 


he had loit , to whem the Pl; and Aufrian affiftance being 


joyned, they lay rhe plot ro compal5 tiieir rſt ends 5t an after 
game. Oftiiisdefign the Streds had endoubted difcoverits,

their deſigns had bzen formed defore hand : So that if there had 
been no more inthe Cate but that the Darch havins made the 
Treaty of Elbing void by their own default of Rat fication, and 
being juſtly excluded from the mediation at the Trea:y of Re/- 
c<h114, 3nd the Daxe betos fill in Leapue with them who were his 
chief enemies, and who bad more power to do him miſchief 
through the Sound then ihe Daze himleif there was an abſolute 
neceſſity that the Sed? ſhould ſecure himſelf from the invaſi= 
on which was prepared again him , by all which it doth zp- 
pear, that both firſt and lift the Swede is the Defendant and 
oppreſſed, and not the Aggreſlor ; and thatthe Dzrch are the 
Original cauſe, and the Fomenters of all this War, and all to 


maintain their pretended Intereſt of Trade into the Balthick 


ſea by force , when tney might naye Gone it by amiable apree« 

ments bota for themſelves and their friends the Dantzihers. 
Concerning the ſecond Argement, which is taken from the 

Intereſt of the D#tch,tnat their Tradein the Balthich fea thould

that the reſpetive Northern Kings ſhoald be maintained in 
their Kingdoms and Territories ; to which effe@ they ſay, That 
they did firſt contraRt with Sweden a defenſive League and Alli- 
ance 11 the year 1640, and afterward to the ſame end made 


another Defenſive League with the King and Kingdom of Dzv- - 
mk with the ap>robation of Swedes inthe year 1649. by

Odblication have ſent their Fleet to relieve him,as they ſay, 

Firſt, It is tobe granted, that their Trade in the Balthich 

Sea is one of their great concernments, and that Wars ordina- 

rily are prejudicial to Trade, is aiſoa Truth : bur if ſo, then 
their conſcience ought to be ſearched and tried upon theſe In- | 
CerroS2toOries, : 

1. Why they did ſtir up War in the Balthick Sea ? 

2. Why they did ſtir up the Daze to break his Covenants 
wi:h the Swede, after that they brought a ſirong Fleet of men of 
War into the Sea ? 

3. Why they did not ſecure their Trade by amiable Treaties 
with the Swede, as well now,as formerly they did with the King 
Guſtavus Adolphus *? 

4. Why they did make themſelves his Enemy in the Pol 
War? had it not been better for all Proteſtants to have bad a 
Proteftant Prince there then a jeſuited Papiſt ? 

Therefore the Allegation and Plea for Peace being ſo direQly 
contrary to their manifeſt praQtice, ſheweth that either this pre- 
rence is a Polit ck Deceit, under the colour whereof they ſeek 
ſomething elſe, or elſe they thirk all men fools, and nor ableto 
diſcerathe Language of their ations, which ſpeak clearly ano- 
ther thing, namely, that having fer their Northern Kings one 
apainſt another, chey would weaken them ſo that both ſhould 
tall under their power, whereupon they would be able to 
command the Trade at their own pleaſure : for when the Dane 
ſhould not be able to ſubſiſt without thera, and the Swede ſhould 
be ruined by them, then they ſhould do what they would in the 
Trade ; And all intelligent men can fee that their aRions all 
along ſpeak nothing elſe but this. le is true, that their great 
concernment is Trade in the Balthich Sea : and itisalſotrue, 
that Wars are ordinarily prejudicial to Trade , namely when 
they cannot mannage the War to their own advantage ; but if 
by War they can hinder all orbers from Trading beſides them- 
ſelves, or that none can Trade without their leave, ( as now 
in the 7.4585 they have begun todo) then Waris ſo far from 
being prejudicial to Trade, that it becomes the only advantage 
thereof; and that their preſumption is ſuch char they mean, 


£0 
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ro carry it this way 1s clear, not only by all their proceedings 


titherto, and by their care that Eg/azd ſhould not intermed- 


 dle ( which is only able co break this Deſign ) but by their 


Reſolution exprefled in oppoſition to Englanas intermeddling, 
by theſe words uſed in their Conſultation concerning Eng/ans, 
Aut cedas aut ceacs, either beat or give way. By ail which it 
appears, as alſo by the Letter which their Ambafſadour Yaz 
Benning wrote to his Maſters the States, that the name of Peace 
is indeed in their mouth , but nothing but War in their heart, 
Counſels and ARtions ; and which above all this is yet ſo much 
the more evident, becauſe that fince the time that the publike 
Minifters of E»g/and and France have atthe FHagze diſſwaded 


the States from promoting the War in the Sound, declaring in 


the name of the:r Maſters that ir would be taken as promo- 
ting it againſt themſelves , they have made greater preparati- 
ons for War then ever, by leavying an extraordinary Contri. 
bution to m3intain ic ; and preparing a greater Fleet then any 


beretofore to employ in ir : and yet they would have the world 


ſo blind and fooliſh , as to believe that no ſuch thing. is in- 
tended. | 

As concerning their Leagues with Denmark and Sweden (tor 
they alledge 1649. before 1640. ) they proftitute their Cre.. 
dit very ſhamefully in that buſineſs; becauſe they mention on- 
ly cheir Obliga:ion tro Denmark , whereas their League wi.h 
Sweden is more ancient then that with Denmark ; and then it 
was 4 double League; onein 1640, and another in 1645. and 
both very ſtrict and ſpecial for mutual Defence, whereas the 
League with Denmark was butin general terms, and made with 
conſent of Sweaey, fo that. in it nothing is concluded to the 
prejudice of Sweaez; but intheir League with Swedez there is 
particular mention made of the Dave by name, as being com- 
plained of that he had. many wayes tranſgreſſed Contra 7s 


Gentium, Palla, Conventa, & morem ab antiquo obſervatum, 


which they never yet could fay of the Swedes ; but chiefly it is 


obſervable that in the-fore-named League whereas on the Swe. 


diſh fide Frazce and the Princes of Germany, and on the Datch 
lide, Fraxce, England and Veniceare comprebended as Con- 
lederates, Denmark, is left ont by. both parties, which inthe 


B League: 
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League between them and Denmark cannot be in reference tg 


Sweden, ſeeing it was made with the conſent of England and 


Sweden : nor did that League reſpe& only the occaſion of 
the War then compoſed between the two Crowns , whereof 


mention is made in the firſt and ſecond Articles, but it relatestg 


alia quacnng, de cauſa & pretext 3 KP» Jim, oye Regnum 
Smeſiz & £1 [ubjefias Proviucias & ſubaitos bello adoriatur , 
which in the ſixth Article is thus enlarged, Ur neuter alterutri- 
 hoſtem ( nempe imprimis Danum contra quem Fax Jus inten- 
debatur ) 94: nunc eſt in preſent hoſtis, aut deinceps exiſtere po- 
terit, confilio, ope, pecunia, commeatu, milite, Navibus, nau- 
115, armis, pulvere pyrio aut mnnitionthus wlliſue rebus belicis 
atuvert; and all this was confirmed by an. expreſs Treaty of 
Warantie or Security for 49 years from that time forward, 
with theſe plain words : Ss quid 4 Rege Daniz ejusve ſucceſſors. 
bus aut Miniſtris in alterutrins Party Subditorum prejudicium 
ac detrimentum alum, & Patti contraventum futrit nec amice 
admonitur Rex Danix emendaverit, Paltisq; ſatufecerit,ex pre- 
ſeripto initi Feeders bujusq promiſſt opem laturi ſunt. Sothat 
the Datch are puilty'of a threefold breach of Covenant 
acainſt the Swedes, 1. That they did not affift the Swede when 
rhe Dane did ſo treacherouſly invade him , as hath been ſhew- 
ed. 2, That they themſelves did ir up the Daze to invade 


future times, as in the third Article appears : $5 poſtmodum 


Sweden,as alſo hath been made to appear. 3. That they have 


aſſiſted Denmark againſt Sweden, when according to their own 
and all mens Confeſtion the Daze was the Appreſſor and [n- 
vader of Swedey , for when the King of Sweden was the firk 
time in Holſtein, before ever he came into Zealard they did ſend 
to the Dane money, Souldiers, Ships, and all other chings,what- 
ever they could ſend,and he defired ofthem. 

And whereas in this place, they make mention of the Trex: 
ty of £/6i»g to blame the King of Swedes , that he did waveir 
upon a pretence that ſome preliminar Declarations were firſt 
ro be made, and aſſurances given; and in the mean time on 
the ninth of Auguſt, 1658, he went unto the Iſland of Zw- 
{and , this 1s like all the reſt; forit is to be noted that the 


Treaty of El4ing was concluded between the Swede and the 


Dxtci 
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D#tch Ambaſſadors on the firft of Srprtew:ber, 1656. then the 
Ratification was promiſed to be mace by the States within 
ſome few months ; but they performed not their promiſe, but 
protracted the time till the King of Sweden went into Zealand, 
which was two whole years, wanting three weeks only : that 
45, tillthe ninth of Azguft, 58. Ihen when the Swede by a 
Miracle was become Maſter of Zealand , they ſent the Ratik- 
cation of their own accord, when as before that time the 
Swede had urged them almoſt a hundred times to ſend it with 
much entreaty ; whereupon when it came being too late, ie 
was juſtly refuſed to be accepted till ſome preliminary De- 


clarations ſhould be made , and aſſurances given to prevent 


future jaglings, which formerly they had uſed on their parc; 
and yet this 15 now alledged as a great wrong done to them 
that the League was not confirmed, when they themſelves 
were the only cauſe of it by delaying the Ratification , that 
they might deal'underhand with the 47oſcowite and with Den- 
mark to betray the Sweae, whiles they pretended to treat with 
him : which Treaty was indeed altogether ( if they had been 


boneit ) needleſs, becauſe there were two Leagues in full force. 


between them at that time - but they propoſing a confirmati- 
on of theſe Leagues, the King would nor refuſe ir, but was 
extream willing ro have it dore , ſeeing it wou'd bave ſecured 
bica againſt the Daxe ; bur their Deſign was only to propoſe it 
to make him more ſecure, and the better to colour their perfi- 
ious dealing in ſtirring up enemies againſt him, ſo that it is 
tobe wondered they ſhould have the impudence now to al- 
ledge for theirfjuſtification a thing ſo notorionſly ſhamefv] and

The third Argument alledged concerning the Lesgue be- 
tween England and Denmark , 1s all of a piece with the 


former, For the Daxe ſent Ambaſſzdors into England to. 


Treat for a League before the War bioke forth between the 
Parliament and Holland : this he did not ſo much for himfelf 
sto ſerve theturn of the Dutch; that is to belp them to de- 
ceive the Parliament, for when the Treaty was even upon 
concluding, the Daze arreſted without any colour or pretence 
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of Juſtice, the Enpliſh Fleet in the Sound to pratifie the Hy. 


{anders who were reſolved to break wit England. $o under 
the pretence of a Treaty he favoured tne Daetch deſigns of 
weakening England by ſea. Then when the War was at an end, 
the Dutch who promiſed to ſave him harmleſs , mage conditi- 
ons for him with Exgland, and made reftitution of damages for 
che ſhips and goods arreſted. Thus the Dave was nothing in 
all his applications to Eng/and but the Vaſlal of the Dutchto 
dotheir work: and now in the War with SWeaes he muſt be 
their drudge to bear the burden of their Intereſt ; therefore the 
Leagues made with him are broken by him, or kept at their 
pleaſure. Now if he and they have had no conſcience to 
break all their Leagues with SWedez, who is the Confederate 
of England, without any communication of Counſel with 
this State, or without any endeavour to have matters of diffe- 
rerc? / if any were) compoſed, nay againſt all fair offers of 
ſatisfact ;on, in caſe of wrong done; I ſay, if the Dave bath 
thus beh aved himſelf inthe obſerving of that League, ina man- 
ner as if it had not been, I fee not any Obligation lying upon 
England to favour him for it; for Eng/and had no reſpeR unto 
bim but for the Datch-ſake, nor did he ever reſpe& England 
bur upon their account at that time : Whereas in all former 
occaſions he hath ſhewed himſelf rather an Enemy then a 
Friend tothis State; and in this occaſion he bath made himſelf:he 
Chief Enemy to the Proteftant Cauſe, which is the great & main 
Intereft of Z-gland to have it ſupported ; for this is the great 
Wheel upon which all the Leagues which England bath with 
Forraigners, and chiefly with Pcoteftants,do turn and are ground. 
ed; ſothatif any State doth overthrow that Intereſt , which 
Denmark in this Caſe hath endeavoured to do, the Obligation 
which England hath untoit , muſt ceaſe, becauſe the Foundr 
tion of it is made void; therefore the Da»? at this time having 
done this, Eg land ſhould be ſo far from affifting him , that i: 
ought rather to help him to receive his juſt rewz#rd, which", 
that tie ſhould ſuffer that which he hath endeavoured to bring 
apon bis harmleſs Neighbour. | 
Thelaft Arguments, that the Dutch having communicated 
their deſign to afliſt Deamark with England, they were on 
{wade 
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iwaded from it; but it filently was afſented unto; wherenpon the 
Admiral Opdam was ſent thither, and did not of fet purpoſe, bur 
occaſionally come to fight with the Sw2des; ſecing the States 
intention was to work out a peaceable aprecment, whereunto 
the concurrence of England was defired. Now to ſhew thar 
there is no more truth in this then in all the fore: £010S Allepa- 
| tions; let us examine firſt that which doth concern Opdams by 
the ation it ſelf, and his behaviour in performing of it. Fir?, 
the preparation of ſo many fire-ſhips which Opdams broughe 
along with him,ſhews that a fight was purpoſely intended to de- 
ſtroy the Swediſh Fleet; And the InftruQions which he had from 
_ theStates his Mafters, whereof a Copy was found in the Vice- 
Admirals Witte Wittſon his Cabinet, * Sub Lit. A. whoſe 
ſhip was taken by the Swedes, do ſhew that he was-charged in 
expreſs terms to deftroy the Swediſh Fleet in whole or in part, 
wherever he ſhould meet with it; Nor is there any one word 
of any peaceable tranſaction mentioned therein : And indeed 
Opdam bis behaviour in paſting through the Sound was anſwer. 
_ ablethereunto ; for when the King of SWedez had ſent a Meſ- 
 fageunto him, before he did enter into the Soux4 to know the 
Purpoſe of his coming thither, he returned him no anſwer, but 
ſeat the Letter and Meſſage which came from him with a Galior 
_ to his Maſters, and in the mean time came on towards the 
Sound, and when he came within it , his behaviour was altope- 
ther hoftile ; for having caſt Anchor directly over againſt the 
Cattle of Chroneyburg , and being ſaluted by it ina friendly 
manner, he returned to it no friendly re-ſalutation , but the 
wind ſerving him favourably, he fell dire&ly upon the Swediſh 
Meet with whole broad-fides to overthrow it, which accord- 
'' , A4nglythey ſo anſwered , that the Dutch have had no cauſe to 
1 boalt of a Vieory , although in Ho//ard they made the people 
velieveſo. And this will ſaffice to ſhew the falſhood of that 
which is alledged, concerning the purpoſe of their Fleet in go- 
ing to the Sound. — 
As concerning their Intention of Peace, wherein they ſhould 
have deſired Eng/ar4 to concur wirh them , that is no more 
true then the reſt; for at the ſametime when this Intention 
Warned forthunto E poland, it is known that in Holland a Fleet.

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was preparing of 200. Sails, not to bring the A»ſtrian, Bray- 
denbnrgiſh and Poliſh Forces into Zealanaand Tunes only , but 
even into Schoxen , and over the Sed: Frontiers, whereupon 
Letters were ſent unto the Dane to diflwade him from all Trea- 
ties of Peace with the Swels, promiſing him that they would 
employ their whole might in the quarre]; and to this effe& 
the two bundreth penny was yielded unto , for which a 
long time had been endeavoured, which without -a preat and 
urgent concernment would never have been granted, and which 
doth amount to many Millions , and the deſign of theſe prepa- 
rations was openly given out in Holand to bring England under 
the Command of Holland at ſea,to receive the Law from them , 
and ro cut off the Correſpendency which migat be between 
Enplandand Swegen , whereupon the words formerly mention- 
ed, Ant Celas aut Cedas, were made uſe of to declare rheir 
deſign towards England: And were not theſe peaceable inten- 
tions ? Were they not amiadle Purpoſes with which Ex- 
g/aud ſhould concur, and at which it ſhould fir {till and be 
filent? | 

\ Bue that at the communication of their ceſign of ſending. 
a Fleet intothe Sound to allift the Dare, there was no ſuch (i- 
lear Aſent given by Eng/axd, as they pretend, is manifeſt: by 
that which is publiquely known, concerning the Remonſtrance 
which the French Ambaſſador and Engliſh Reſident made 
jointly unco the States about this very buſineſs, declaring unto 
them, thatif they did proceed in a hoſtile way to oppoſe the 
Swege, that it would be taken by their Maſters as done unto 
_ themſelves, would and accordingly reſent ir. Ir isnot un- 
known to the world what the Heroick deſigns and intentions 
of the late Lord Prote&or of bleſſed memory were , whit 
eſteem he bad of the King of Swede», and how well he wiſhed 
him ſucceſs, and intended the Wel-fare of the Evangelical 
Cauſe in all his Enterpriſes; therefore it will be underRood by 
all that knew him ,* that he never would be ſilent, or ſeem to 
give any aflent unto ſuch a Communication : thrrefore th's 
Allegations a manifeſt Calamny againſt his upright meanings ; 
and the contrary is moſt eyidently true,that he hath both pub- 
liquely and privately, both here and in He//and made it known

_ anddeclared, that if they did not alter their Parpoſe, he would 
a[ſo puthimſelf in a poſture to croſs them therein; and if his 
untimely ſickneſs and death had not prevented the effe& of his 
Reſolutions, perhaps the Dytch before. this time would have 
ſeen it ; but ſince his death, his Highneſs who now is creading 
in che glorious ſteps of his renowned Father, hath ſhewed by 
the effe&s that England doth not intend to connive and to be 
filent at ſuch a threacherous deſign, whereby for covetous ends 
the Proteſtant-Intereſt in Exrope will not only be undermined , 
bat dire&ly overthrown, if the Swede be ruined in favour of 
thoſe who for ſelf-ends make no conſcience of breaking Leagues, 
and concur even to betray the common Cauſe into the hands of 
the profeſſcd enemies thereof, with whom they confederate 
themſelves to fight againſt it; and how far the Datrch have 
joined themſelves with Spaiz to this effe& againſt the Intereſt 
of their antient friends , and concur wirh the houſe of Auſtris 
in Gerwa@n) to ſtrengthen him againſt the Proreftant Party, God 
to whom theſe Papers in the Cloſe have made an Appeal,doth ſee 
and will judge : and as hitherto he hath not alcopecher con- 
nived at their Jugling with their friends in their Treaties, but 
hath turned all their crafunefſs and plots into folly, and taken 

them in their own devices ; (for be knoweth the ſecrets of hearts) 

ſo it wlll be their wiſdom henceforth to learn plainer dealing , 

and not to life their horn on high, nor co ſpeak with a ſtiff necks 

as their cuſtorn is, and hath been: which I ſhall beſeech che 
Lord in Mercy to grant unto them for their own good, that yet 

they may partake of the Bleffings which the God of Riphte« 

ouſneſs hath in ftore for thoſe that walk uprighely and humbly 


in his preſence; and this ſhall be all the evil that I (ball wiſh 
them.
